BASKETS, 
——-—Kx— 


ASKETS are enjoying a tremendous 
B vogue at present, and have been trans- 
formed from dull work-a-day articles 
into those that are beautiful as well as useful. 
The humble waste paper has become an 
ornament worthier of a better fate than that 
of recsiving unwanted circulars and objection- 
able bills. 

A slimly proportioned basket of ordinary 
white wicker can be transformed into a most 
charming gift in an hour, with the assistance 
of a pot of gold paint, a few scraps of silk 
and velvet, and a good-sized piece of taffetas. 

The basket is gilded on the outside with a 
small stiff brush and set aside to dry. The 
lining is made of taffetas—a deep fuchsia 
colour being particularly successful. It is 
slightly ached and sewed neatly on to the 
inside, the top edge being finished with a 


A cluster of fruit, made from scraps of the 
taffeta, intermingled with a few other har- 
monising colours and few gold leaves, is sewn 
on the outside, while two gold tassels attached 
to either side give the basket a really pro- 
fessional touch.

ivory in sheets. As many of our toilet 
articles are made from this commodity, 
it opens up an interesting and new occupation 
for the craft worker. 

Some most attractive little things can be 
made from it, and it is not expensive. Sheets 
One-sixteenth of an inch thick are the most 
easily worked. A small fret saw, some fine 
emery paper, tube oil paints, and a little 
ordinary white enamel are required; also a 
small quantity of glacial acetic acid for im- 
mersing the articles after cutting, in order to 
produce a polished surface, 

The design should be drawn on the ivory 
with a soft lead pencil before the saw is used 
for cutting, and if a very sharp knife is used 
instead of the saw, then the ivory should first 
be softened in hot water. One precaution is 
absolutely necessary—keep the sheet ivory 
away from the fire. 

Lots of little articles, such as bookmarkers, 
letter openers, shopping lists, quaint little 
figures for wearing round the neck on a black 
ribbon, can be made out of the ivory, and 
would come in useful just now for little 
Christmas gifts.

BURNED WAREHOUSES. 


INSURANCE COMPANIES’ PLEA. | 


Yesterday in the Court of Appeal in 
Southern Ireland, before the Master of the 
Rolls, Lord Justice O’Connor, and Mr. Justice 
Powe!! appeals by way of a case stated were 
heard in the three cases of Craig v. English 
Insurance Company, Ltd., same v. Eagle Star, 
etc., Insurance . Lid., and same Vv. 
Drapers' and General Insurance Co., Ltd., 
from the findings of arbitrators, awarding 
the plaintiff, Mr, Craig, an extensive draper 
carrying on business in Clanbrassil street, 
Dundalk, the sum of £40,000 in respect of 
the destruction of his premises by fire on the 
27th of August, 1920, the amount for which 
the premises, stock, and fittings had been in- 
sured with the defendants, 

It appeared that the plaintiff's. premises, 
etc., were completely destroyed by the fire, 
which extended to the adjoining premises of 
Mr. McGorisk, and also to the Ulster Bank 
in close proximity. The plaintiff obtained a 
decree in the County Court for £50,000 on the 
29th of January, 1921. 

The amount was not disputed by the de- 
fendant companies, the main question being 
whether the destructive fire was caused by, 
or happened through, civil commotion. _ 

The plaintiff having taken proceedings 
against the defendants, an order was after- 
wards made referring the matter to arbitra- 
tion; and the arbitrators were of opinion that 
the was not the resyJt of civil commotion, 
and awarded the plaintiff £40,000, stating a 
case for the King’s Bench Division, where the 
findings of the arbitrators were aflirmed by 
the d Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
Samuels, and the present appes! was from 
that decision. ; 

In support of the appeal, it was submitted 
that the fire and the loss sustained thereby 
arose out-of, or happened through, 
existence of civil commotion, either generally 
throughout Ireland, or specifically from the 
religious disturbances in Belfast, by way of 
Bi vii 

or the respondent, it was contended that 
the Court was bound by the findings of the 


arbitrators; that there was no evidence of 


civil eommotion, and that, even if there was 
civil commotion in existence at the time, no 
connection was shown between it and the 
fires, which were perfectly consistent with 
private malice, trade rivalry, or ordinary in- 
cendiarism. .

} Mr. Nicorzs (Galway) said that it was with 
a feeling of joy mixed with sorrow that he 
rose to Pope — 

“ That the Dail returns thanks to the 
Governor-General for his speech, and ap- 
prdpes of the excellent legislative pro- 
gramme of the Government as outlined

He said that it was with a mixed feeling 
of joy and sorrow because upón that day 
they had put the last touch to the first 
Oireachtas, for the establishment of which 
the late President Griffith and the late Com- 
mandet-in-Chief had sacrificed their lives.

THE ELECTION OF A 


CHAIRMAN. 


When the Senators had assembled, Mr. 
Eamonn Duggan said:—I have been 
authorised by the Governor-General to ad- 
minister the oath to the Senators of Seanad 
Eireann. If any Senators are present who 
have not yet been sworn, I would ask them 
to come to the table one at a time. 

The following four Senators were then 

sworn :—Mr. illiam’ John Molloy, Mr. 
Michael Duffy, Mr. W. M. Barrington, and 
Mr. T. W. Kenny. 
Mr. Duffy, a i; — member, wore the 
badge of the Transport Workers’ Union, and 
after he had taken the oath Mr. Duggan 
warmly shook hands with him. 
Mr. James Moran proposed, and Mr, James 
Douglas seconded, that Dr. Sigerson be moved 
to the chair pro. tem., until another Chair- 
man be elected. 
The motion was carried unanimously, and 
Dr. Sigerson ascended the platform at the 
top of the hall. 

Soesking slowly, but very distinctly, the 
venerable author of ‘‘ Bards of tl.e Gael and 
Gall’’ said :—Ladies and gentlemen, I have 
much pleasure in thanking you for the honour 
you have conferred upon me of presiding 
temporarily over the first Senate of Eireann, 
and shall at once proceed to business. He 
paused for a moment-as if about to say some- 
thing else, but sat down without doing so. 
Colonel Sir Hutcheson Pod immediately 
rose, and said that before the business of the 
Senate commenced he would like respectfully 
to suggest that the correspondents of the 
Press should withdraw for a quarter of an 
hour or twenty minutes, while the Senate dis- 
cussed the names of candidates which were 
to be submitted for election to the chair. 
Colonel Maurice Moore formally seconded 
the motion, which was then put to the meet- 
ing. 

There was a chorus of “ Aye!” punctuated 
with some emphatic cries of ‘‘No’’—the 
latter notably from the Labour members. 

“ The ayes have it,” declared Dr. Sigerson.

Some 
of their members had records which were 
well-known to them, but it was possible that 
there were other members who, in the course 
of the next twelve months, would show quali- 
ties which would fit them admirably for the 
chair.

CHRISTMAS TRUCE. 

Dr. Sigerson said that he should like to 
make one or two observations. Centuries 
ago it was a custom in Europe when nations 
were torn asunder by civil, as well as by 
foreign, assaults that a truce of God was 
declared and held throughout these nations, 
and during certain holidays arms should cease 
and men should live as Christians. 

Surely, that should exist during Christmas, 
when the birth of the Saviour gave joy to all 
nations and promised peace on earth and 
happiness to men of good will. 

He, therefore, suggested that they should 
adopt that ancient custom, and that they 
should add to the resolution so manfully 
proposed that the cessation of arms be de- 
clared during the festival of Christmas and 
the days following; in the hope that the 
memories of the ancient custom, and, per- 
haps, grace from a higher world, might touch 
men’s hearts and make them forget the pre- 
sent quarrels and strife and look forward to 
the day when Ireland should again be the 
sun of Europe and the university of the 
world (Hear, hear.) 

It was true that no nation on earth had 
been divided into so many factions; history 
proved that, unfortunately; but if it did, it 
proved that no nation in the world aiter a 
war coalesced raore rapidly or healed wounds 
more quickly, and they would ask this gal- 
lant nation of theirs to remember that in 
ancient times when the people came together 
so close were their ties of good nationhood 
that nothing could assail the bond of amity. 


North it had not been able to assert itself.

The country’s high hopes in the healing 
and constructive influence of the Senate 
will be strengthened by the work of its 
first meeting. We said on Monday that the 
Senate's paramount function in the near 
future would be the levelling of barriers 
between parties, classes and creeds; and 
already one of these barriers has felt a 
resounding blow. With virtual unanimity 
the Senate elected as its first Chairman 
Lord Glenavy, who in former days was an 
active fighter in the Unionist cause. His 
name was proposed by Mr. McLoughlin, 
of Donegal, not only on the ground of his 
outstanding fitmess for the office, but 
because his election would be a symbol of 
the Senate’s longing for Irish un¥y. We 
are not sorry that Colonel Moore opposed 
the motion speech which recalled 
“old, unhappy far-off things and battles 
long ago. If nobody had struck this note, 
the country would not have learned how 
utterly’ the mood of barren retrospection 
is out of tune with the temper of an 
assembiy which represents every political 
and social element in the new Ireland. 
The Senate's very first decision has been 
in fayour of a wholesome and 
generous amnesiy, It has chosen Lord 
Glonavy as its Chairman because he is a 
good Irishman whose present hope and 
purpose are identical with those of the 
mass of his fellow-countrymen. Mr. James 
Douglas was elected to the Vice-Chairman. 
ship. Thus the Senate of a mainly Roman 
Catholic. Parliament in a mainly Roman 
Catholic country has elected to its chief 
offices two members of the religion of the 
minority. We welcome with glad heart 
this first-iruit of Irish freedom. 

The Senate took another step which 
proves th. unanimity of its members in 
the cause of amnesty and progress. It 
appointed, .with no dissentient voice, a 
small committee which will try to secure 
an immediate cessation of public strife. 
Of course, the Senate is acting inde- 
pendently of the Government, which has 


given 


made its final overture of peace. Its 
terms are the utmost which, in the 
national interest, it can offer; and, 
until these terms are accepted, the 


‘fight for the Free State’s very existence 
must be maintained. The country, as a 
whole, endorses this position and supports 
the general policy of the Executive. There 


the conflict has reached the grim stage of 
reprisals’’—that any peace will be 
arranged difectly between the Government 
and the extremists who continue to resist 
it in arms. There may be a possibility, 
however, that the Government s essential 
condition of peace—namely, complete sub- 
mission to the people’s will—can be urged 
upon the extremists with some prospect of 
success by persons who have taken no 
actual part in the dreadful conflict.

The Food Commission. í 


The first public meeting of the new 
Irish Parliament's Commission on, food 
prices was held in Dublin yesterday. It is 
too soon yet to attempt to pass judgment 
on the work of this Commission; but, at 
any rate, it has made an excellent start. 
Mrs. Cogan’s evidence in regard to milk 
was of particular interest and ought 
to be read by every housewife in the 
country. She showed from her own ex- 
perience that trade rings cannot prevail 
against a well-organised association of con- 
sumers, and proved corlusively that 
prices ean be reduced by. the combined 
action of the purchasing public if only it 
wili bestir itself. Government .commis- 
sions of inquiry fulfil a.vory useful 
function; but, in the long run; the 
only sure remedy against “ profiteering ”’ 
lies in the hands of the consumers them- 
selves. All tradesmen are not “ profiteers,’’ 
and, it the great mass of Irish house- 
keepers would follow “the example of 
Mrs. Cogan by seeking out the honest 
shops and ignoring the others, prices in 
the dearer establishments: would begin to 
fall very soon. We hope that the people 
of Dublin will give their active support 
to the work of the present Commission. 
Every man and woman who are in 4 posi- 
tion to give useful evidence ought to send 
their names to the secretary without delay. 
Every case of, deliberate- “ profiteering ”’ 
which comes under the notice of the public 
ought to be reported. The mere moral 
effect of the Commission’s existence is re- 
flected already by a certain fall in city 
prices; and, if tradesmen know that the 
public is keeping a watchful eye on their 
price lists, they will be very chary of 
charging too much for their goods. 


Typhus in Mayo. 


According to a message from the Press 
Association, typhus fever has broken out 
in the Barony of Erris, in the northern 
portion of County Mayo. Two local doctors 


have contracted the disease, which is 
highly infectious. The relieving officer; 
while engaged in the disinfection of 


some of the houses, was struck down 
and has died, together with his whole 
family save one child. Most of the 
dwelling-houses in this part/of the country 
are tiny thatched cottages, and the people 
live in an extremely unsanitary condition, 
Typhus is virtually unknown in Western 
Europe nowadays because it is purely a 
dirt disease, and has been exterminated 
through, the. introduction of habits of 
cleanliness into the home even of the 
poorest people. When the communi- 
cations between the West of Ireland 
and the remainder of the country broke 
down last summer we warned the public 
against the outbreak of an epidemic, and 
now, alas! our gloomy prediction seems 
to have been fulfilled. Typhus is one of 
the most formidable epidemic diseases 
known to: medical science, and if once it 
gets a grip on Connaught, it, may take a 
very heavy toll of life. We understand 
that the Free State Government “is taking 
steps to afford help and medical attend- 
ance,”’ and we hope sincerely that no time 
will be lost.” Ultimately, however, the 
cause of infection must be removed. The 
existence of conditions such as those which 
prevail in certain parts of the West of 
Ireland is a reproach to our national 
civilisation.

DUKE OF ABERCORN. 


SWEARING IN CEREMONY AT 
BELFAST. 


The Governor’of Northern Ireland, the Duke 

of Abercorn, K.G., yesterday was sworn In as 
the first Governor in the Record Chamber of 
the County Courthouse, Belfast. 
_ The procedure followed on the lines of the 
former swearing in of the Lords Lieutenant of 
Ireland. There was an absence of all cere- 
mony, beyond the presence of a police guard 
of hopour, which gave His Grace the salute 
on leaving after the ceremony. —. 

For the purpose of the swearing in the full 
Bench of the Supreme Court of Judicature of 
Northern Ireland took their seats in the 
Record Court, the Right Hon. the Lord Chief 
Justice presiding; with the Right Hon. Lord 
Justice Moore and the Hon. Mr. Justice Wil- 
son on his right, and the Right Hon, Lord 
Justice Andrews and the Right Hon. Mr. 
Justice Brown on his left. 

Awaiting the arrival of the Duke in the 
quadrangle of the Courthouse were the Prime 
Minister (the Right Hon. Sir James Craig), 
just arrived from London; the members of his 
Cabinet—the Right Hon. the Marquis oi 
Londonderry, the Right Hon. Sir R. Dawson 
Bates, the Right Hon. H. M. Pollock, the 
Right Hon. J, M. Andrews, and the Right 
Hon. E. M. Archdale; the Speaker of the 
Senate (the Right Hon. the Marquis of 
Dufferin and' Ava), the Speaker of the Com- 
mons (the Right Hon. Major R. Hugh 
O'Neill), the Attorney-General (the Right 
Hon. R. Best, K.C.), the Chairman of Ways 
and Means (Mr. T. Moles), Mr. C. H. Black- 
more, the Prime Minister s private secretary, 
and the City Commissioner of Police (Mr. J. 
F. Gelston). 

The Duke of Abercorn, who arrived shortly 
after eleven, ied by Lady Craig, was

His Grace then appended his signature to the 
text of the oath. 

Subsequently His Grace proceeded to the 
Grand Jury Room with the Prime Minister 
and the members of the Cabinet and held a 
meeting of the Privy Council. 

The Duke of Abercorn left for London in the 
evening, and it is expected that upon his 
return—probably to open the next session of 
Parliament—he will be accorded the honours 
to which his position entitles him,

Lyster, M.A., late Librarian of the National 
Library, died suddenly yesterday at his resi- 
dence, 10 Harcourt terrace, Dublin. 

Mr. Lyster was the son of Mr. Thomas 
Lyster, of Rathdowney, He was born in Kil- 
kenny in 1855, and was educated at the Wes- 
leyan School, St. Stephen's Green, and at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he graduated 
with a Senior Moderatorship.

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RED FLAGGERS BUNDLED OUT. 


There was another curious scene in the 
Central Hall of the House of Commons yester- 
day evening, and the “ Red Flag ” was again 
sung by a number of leaders of the unem- 
ployed and their sympathisers. Ore 
e men ap to have been admitted to 
St. Stephen’s in groups of two or three, 
and to have spent some time waiting in the 
hall while sending in the usual cards to 
members, asking for an interview. 
The disturbance commenced at about ten 
minutes past five. The demonstrators, who 
maigh g about sixty, were standing at the 
time in a wide circle around Mr. George Lans 
bury, M.P., just in front of the Attorney- 
General’s office, 
Suddenly, by following obviously a pre- 
arranged plan, some thirty or more of the men 
displayed newspaper placards, bearing. the 
words, '“ The workless must not let us for- 
get.” The police, who had all along kept 
close watch on the proceedings, intervened at 
once, and commenced taking away the 
lacards, the men singing the “Red Flag 
in tones which were audible in the inner 
Lobby, and even in the House itself. 
The demonstrators were, of course, bundled 
out into the street as rapidly as possible, offer- 
ing no resistance, and the incident lasted only 
a few minutes, 
Many copies of the placard were left torn 
and crumpled, littering the floor of the Lobby, 
till they were gathered up by the police and 
attendants. ,

writes :—The persons who have been hanging 
about the outer Lobby at the House of Com- 
mons, and who last night made their second 
“Red Flag ” demonstration, will in future 
be excluded from all access to the House. This 
decision was taken after last night’s incident, 
which showed that the liberation of the dis- 
turbers had only encouraged them. 


ELLIS ISLAND CROWDED. 


THOUSANDS OF ASIA MINOR 
REFUGEES.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 
Refugees from Asia Minor are clogging Ellis 
Island. They are coming by nearly every 
Greek, Italian, and French boat, hoping to 
find homes and start new lives in the West, 
But I understand that the American Go- 
vernment has no idea of lifting the existing 
immigration barrier to permit of the Greek 
and Armenian refugees to enter the United 
States in excess of the quota established by 
law. 
Congressional action is necessary for such 
rmission, and the Administration does not 
intend to take the initiative. Numerous ap- 
peals- have been made to admit several 
nundreds of the refugees now at Ellis Island, 
but the Government’s position is that the 
quotas must be maintained without exception.

ARMED MEN AT WORK

Armed incendiaries yesterday made ' three 
attempts to destroy premises in Dublin, All 
three attacks took place within an hour, two 
of the premises being solicitors’ offices, and 
the third the printing works of Mr. P. 
Mahon, a member of the Dublin City 


Council. i 

The same procedure was Íoilowed in each 
case. Petrol was sprinkled on the papers 
and documents, and these were set alight. 
Fortunately, however, the flames were extin- 
guished before much damage had been done. 

The motive of all three outrages is believed 
to have been political. 

Mr, Mahon’s printing works, 3 Yarnhall 
place, were entered almost on the stroke of 
four o'clock 
with revolvers. They seized papers which 
were supposed to have been meant for the 
Free State Government, and sought to 
destroy them. Mr. Mahon, however, saved 
the greater portion of them 

Some fifty-five minutes later seven armed 
men visited the offices of Messrs. Reddin, 
solicitors, 7 D'Olier street. They compelled 
a member of the staff to open a safe, and, 
scattering documents about the floor, they 
sprinkled them with petrol and ignited them. 
The Fire Brigade arrived in ‘time to save 
the office furniture and fittings, but several 
of the documents were destroyed; 

A member of the firm of Messrs. Reddin 
has been recently appointed a ‘Stipendiary 
Magistrate.

RETAKEN AFTER 1,500-MILE 
WANDERINGS.

A remarkable story of adventure in the Bay 
of Bengal is told by two escaped convicts who 
have been re-arrested by the Rangoon police.

CONFERENCE BREAKS UP.

MOSCOW, Tuesday. 
The Disarmament Conference has gone on 
to the rocks. Repeated efforts and offers 
of compromise from the Russian side have 
failed to bring progress. 
Unless the visiting delegations agree to 
some sort of material disarmament, as well 
as the Non-Aggression Pact, which Russia is 
willing to sign only on condition that dis- 
arinament accompanies it, it is likely that the 
Conference will end in a day or two. 
Litvinoff, failing to find any wild jubila- 
tion greet his proposal of 75 per cent. dis- 
armament, last might asked at least for 25 
per cent, disarmament. This would bring 
the Russian Army down to a strength of 
600,000. Poland agreed, saying it would 
keep 280,000.

THE FREEDOM OF THX STRAITS. 

The Times, in the course of a leading 
article upon the subject of the Lausanne 
Conterence, and the events which have led up 
to the return of Turkey to Europe, observes :— 
The return of Turkey to Europe should imply 
that, set, as she will now be, on one of the 
great highways: of. European’ commerce, 
Turkey . will’ recognise the international 
significance of the Straits that ‘constitute the 
ateways to her capital. The Allies’ proposals 
2 the demilitarisation of the area of the 
Straits, and for the free passage of ships 
of war during any conflict in which Turkey 
may be neutral, seem to us to be the best 
golution of the problem that can now be 
found, and it has the further advantage of 
being in the main acceptable to the Turks. 
We have no great faith in any elaborate 
precautions for sccuring the freedom of the 
Stratis. e only real guarantee lies in a 
consistent endeavour to maintain fnendly 
relations beiween the Western Powers and 
Turkey. ‘The new Turkey is unfamiliar; ite 
nationalism is vehement and aggressive. It 
demands great tact. and circumspection, as 
well as firmness, if it is to be made clearly to 
realise the conditions of fruitful mtercourse 
with the West. This is the chicf taek of the 
Lausanne Conference, and there are many 
signs that progress is being made towards its 
successful accomplishment. 
If Turkish Nationalism comes out of 
Lausanne, imbued with a sense of the need 
for tolerance and for modest, constructive 
effort, then the foundations will have been 
laid for a real peace in South-Eastern Europe.

It is estimated 
that five-six€ns of the total expenditure will 
be distributed in wages.

NIGHT ATTACK ON NATIONAL 


, The town of Clifden, which was captured 
by armed men in October last, has been re- 
captured by National troops. The troops

In Cork on Saturday night James Malone, 
aged 34, unmarried, residing in\Gerald Griffin 
avenue, at the North side of the city, was 
taken from his home and shot dead. .

STUDENTS’ DEMANDS.

A largely attended meeting of the Students’ 
Union of the College of Science was held 
yesterday, at 86-St. Stephen's Green, Dublin. 

‘The chairman; Mr. A, J. C. Crosbie, read 
the following resolution, which was passed by 


to the Minister of Agriculture on the 22nd ‘of 
November last :— ‘ 

“While not quéstioning the wisdom of the 
Government in acting on the advice of the 
military authorities to close tem the 
buildings of the Col of Science, and while 
approving of the vernment’s view that 
independent co-operation among the different 
University and collegate institutions in Dublin 


in the interests of economy, the Board of 
Trinity College, Dublin, think it advisable to 
“é that, in the arrangements which may 
ultimately be made, the facilities in the 
College of Science and the ag” therein 
provided for the nais. technical end 
applied science should maintained, so as 
to be available for all sections of the com- 
munity; and they would point out that the 
existence of these buildings, with their squip- 
ment, would meet economically the need that 
will exist for a State laboratory for assay 
testing, metereological and such-like matters; 
and they welcome the assurance of the 
Government that no permanent arrangements 


to all interests involved.” 
This announcement was loudly applauded. 


PAST STUDENT’S ADVICE. 


A letter was then read from a past-stadent 
of the College, who holds an important en- 


the students’ action in refusing to have their 
college summarily abolished or absorbed into 
any other institution, and pointing out that 
if the students did not resist this absorption 
or abolition, they would be guilty «f a 
breach of trust to those who had gone before 
and taken their diplomas in the scientific 
markets of the world, in confidence that their 
Alma Mater would continue to do them the 
credit they would wish to do to it. (Cheers.) 
He f that if the college ceased to exist 
their diplomas would become discredited. 

It seemed bitter justice that the dawn of 
Ireland's liberty should be the dawn of their 
bondage, and, surely, in a State which looked 
forward to progress, they had need of trained 
scientific men, whose studies have been de- 
voted exclusively to science. He further 
pointed out that the College of Science is the 
sole purely scientific college in Ireland, and 
for this reason the new Government 
might have been expected to foster 
it, instead of rendering its work useless by 
commandeering its laboratories and lecture 
halls, which must be totally unsuited to their 
purpose. gfe concluded by urging solidarity 
on the part of all members o e College, 
past and present, in resisting any action 
which threatened to remove from it its status 
as an individual institution wholly devoted to 
science. (Applause.) 

he Chairman then invited the Dean, Pro- 
fessor F. E. Hackett, to address the meeting. 


THE DEAN’S STATEMENT. 


In the course of his remarks, the :Dean 
stated that the situation was still highly un- 
satisfactory to both staff and students. It 
was sometimes easy to improvise with in- 
ferior materials, but the tools with which 
they were supplied to carry on the work of 
the College were of a very poor quality 
indeed. Under such circumstances, improvi- 
sation was almost impossible. In fact, there 
was no substitute for the College of Science. 
For the present term it had been possible to 
arrange to carry on the work of the College to 
a very limited extent, but he foresaw serious 
difficulties would arise next term, as there 
was no other accommodation available any- 
where. He explained that his consent was 
quite unnecessary for the occupation of any 
of the rooms in the Merrion street. building. 
He hoped to be in a position .to give some 
definite information about the arrangements 
for next term during the coming week. 
Concluding, he complimented the students, 
and, in particular, their special committee, 
on the way they had handled the very diffi- 
cult situation, and he congratulated the Presi- 
dent on the able and tactful manner in which 
he had conducted their meetings at most try- 
ing times. He was a man who “said the 
right thing at the right time.” 

he President, in reply, thanked the Dean 
for his remarks, and said that he wished to 
emphasise the fact that no substitute for the 
College of Science was good enough, His 
policy was, and always would be, to agitate 
for the restoration of the College of Science, 
and he was satisfied, and belie -4 that the 
students were satisfied, that nothing but a 
return to their building iu Merrion street 
would be satisfactory. 


WAITING FOR SOMETHING. 


Mr. H. L. McNally said that the matter 
was one of the most vital urgency to all the 
students, ‘There was no student ~ & had any: 
thing like proper accommodation, and, in par- 


commodation of any kind whatsoever for 
practical work. If suitable accommodation 
were not provided—and the only suitable ac- 
commodation was the building in Merrion 
street—it would be quite impossible for them 
to complete their courses or to pass their ex- 
aminations, He said that if the Council could 
not ah agg the re-opening of the engineer- 
ing building in January, they should inform 
the students and the Government that 
it was impossible to carry out the 
prescribed course, and that they would 
decline to be responsible for the fourth 
year class, It would bo obviously unfair both 
to the staff and students to make a pretence 
of carrying on the classes under impossible 
conditions. If was essential for “the students 
to know definitely before the end of the month . 
what arrangements had been made for the 
next term’s work. If this Fabian policy of 
waiting for the Government to do something 
continued much longer, the students would 
find that their whole year had been wasted. 
The Council should not try to convince itself 
that it could accomplish iarpossibilities, but 
should face the facts squarely and announce to 


} the Government and to the public that they 


were unable to carry out certain courses. 

The Dean sajd that he agreed with the re- 
marks of Mr. McNally, but was unable to, 
speak on behalf of his colleagues. ' 

The President pointed out that in the case 
of scholarship-holders a definite contract had 
been entered into by the authorities to provide 
training in the College of Science in Merrion 
street, and pointed out that, as alternative 
accommodation could not be provided else- 
where in Ireland, these students were entitled 
to compensation, of to a course of training in 
England or elsewhere. 

The Dean said that he agreed with the 
President on this point. 

After some further discussion, in the course 
of which the case of Chemistry students was 
discussed, the meeting terminated with a vote 
of thanks to the Dean.

THE SAFETY OF BANKS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—In view of the statements recently 
made by Ministers in the. Dail regarding the 
state of anarchy prevailing over the greater 
part of Southern Ireland, it seems high time 
that the people in general should wake up 
and take some concerted action to protect 
themselves. The Government plainly te its 
hands full in dealing with the armed con- 
spiracy against the lives of the people's re- 
presentatives, and cannot be expected to cope 
with individual acts of lawlessness and 
brigandage over so wide an area. One of 
the worst features of this state of anarchy 
is the helpless position of the provincia] banks 
and the consequent paralysis of trade. Owing 
to interference with railway connections and 
the frequent raiding of the mails, lodgments 
cannot be effected satisfactorily, and the 
hoarding of money is as dangerous as it is 
uneconomic. Even the vanks dare not hold 
specie in adequate amounts for the trans- 
action of cash deals at fairs and the like, aid 
banking business must suffer. A knowedge 
of this breeds a sense of insecurity, a _in- 
security is death to trade. A vicious circle 
is established; shares tend to fall; bonuses 
for the staff vanish, and the bankers ti em- 
selves are hit. 
If the banks cannot be adequately guarded— 
and it is clear that they cannot—they  sught 
to be fortified both externally and internally. 
The average bank house in a provincial town 
is much too easy of access. Surely some de- 
vice in the nature of a portcullis is’ »ossible, 
which might either bar the entry altogether 
or catch the raiders in a trap. Much might 
ba done also internally to saféguard cash 
deposits, beyond the clumsy and costly pro- 
cedure of cancelling the notes. If bank 
directors are entirely barren of ideas in this 
respect—-as, indeed, they seem to be—they 
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all pockets.

The 
new overprint is in three lines, and has been 
beautifully done by Thom and Company in 
fine black ink on the 2d. value, which was 
on sale in some of the Dublin Post Offices 
yesterday. 

In this overprint the full stop after the 
date 1922 is omitted, and the surcharged 2d. 
is die IL, control T 22. In the annexed 
illustrations we give the two overprints. 
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The other vaiues, surciarged with the 
‘Free State ” overprint, will be put on sale’ 
as the old ‘‘ Provisional Government '" stocks 
are exhausted. 

We understand that the production of the 
permanent issue for the Free State is pro- 
ceeding as rapidly as is consistent with good 
stamp-making, and it is expected that another 
value will be put into use early in January, 
The twopence’ (Map of Ireland) stamp has not 
met with an unmixed chorus of approval. 

Some people (there always will be these 
people) cavil at the design and others at the 
colour; but objections of this sort are not 
seriously entertained until the stamp has had 
a fair run in public. The most serious objec- 
tion that we Má heard is launched against 
the paper. It is not firm enough, and the 
result is that the stamps are much' more diffi- 
cult to handle. Experts who are tearing up 
sheets and throwing stamps over Post Office 
counters by the hundred every few minutes 
declare that the paper does not offer sufficient 
resistance to deft handling, and- therefore im- 
pedes work. Also that when damped before 
being stuck on in offices where hundreds are in 
daily use the stamps are apt to get so soft 
that they cannot be easily affixed. This is, 
however, a Small poirit which the Post Office 
people will, no doubt, put right in future 
issues. 

When stamps can be made for something 
like £40 a million, it is just as well to have 
them on good paper.
